Torrance has climbed nine
notches to become the 34th rank-
ing city in retail sales during
the first half of 1958,

Fred Mill, president of the
Torrance Chamber of Commerce,
pointed out that last year Tor-|
ranked 43rd among California
cities, reflecting an increase in |
new commercial growth. !

Retail sales during the second
quarter of 1958 climbed to more
than $17,000,000, an increase of
$2,000,000 over the first quarter.

Total taxable retail sales for
the first six months amount to
$32,017,000, Mill said. These fig-
ures do not include tax-emepted
sales such as foods.

Sales breakdown for the sec-|
ond quarter include apparel
sales, $709,000; general merchan-
dise stores, $847,000; food stores,

000; furnishiings and appliances,,
